It felt different, all right, walking around the Ti- 
ger Den at Comerica Park on Thursday afternoon 
as the Tigers kicked off this year’s winter caravan. 

There were more players sitting alone; young, 
unknown guys who represent the transition the 
team is in, identifiable only by the name cards on 
the tables in front of them. There was less star 
power — significantly so — with players like Jus- 
tin Verlander, Ian Kinsler, J.D. Martinez and Jus- 
tin Upton somewhere far away. 

“It sure does (feel different),” ace right-hander 
Michael Fulmer said. 

Even the team’s most recognizable players — 
led by first baseman Miguel Cabrera, whose only 
presence was his picture on the sides of the 
team’s two buses — were absent.

Shooting is a nightmare for father-son cops

In the flurry of scanner traffic Wednesday after 
a Detroit police officer was shot in the head, one 
request request stood out: “Please pray for my 
son.” 

“My son is an officer in #7 and he has been shot 
in the head, I am trying to get to the hospital,” said 
Officer Glenn Doss. “Td like everyone to please 


pray for my son, he’s only been on the job for two 
years. Please pray for my son.” 

On Wednesday night, Doss’ 25-year-old son, 
also named Glenn, was shot responding to a do- 
mestic violence call. He remained in “still very 
critical” condition at Detroit Receiving Hospital on 
Thursday night, according to Chief James Craig. 

“We've been here so many times before stand- 
ing in the same spot. It reminds us of the work offi-
